Two Bitter Floor Fights. 
The session had begun a’ 3

Londe’s police record of 52 ar- 
rests in St. Louis began in 19138 
when he was apprehended for 
careless driving of a horse and 
buggy. His age then was given 
as 10, so that he lied about his 
age either then or of late. 

Was Arrested Often. 

He was arrested often thereaft- 

er in investigations of various, af- 


fairs in which the gang was 
thought to be mixed. Among the 
charges on which he was held 


whiche usually were placed only to 
keep him in custody during in- 
quiries, were robbery, delinquency. 
affray, eeding, carrying con- 
cealed weapons and vagrancy. 

He was convicted in 1922 for 
carrying a concealed weapon, fined 
$100 and sentenced to three months 
in the workhouse, but the impris- 
onment was waived upon payment 
of the fine. A year later he was 
fined $200 for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon. Last October he 
was fined $10 for speeding. A 
charge of attempted burglary was 
dismissed last year. 

Londe was shot three times and 
seriously wounded in January, 1922, 
and said the shooting was done by 
men who accused him of having 
talked too much about a gang 
murder. Bank robberies are among 
the crimes of which he has been 
suspected.

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Convention, in Disorder, Rejects Plank Naming Ku Klux Klan; 7 
Wilsonian League Declaration Is Defeated Despite Baker's : :

klan and anti-klan fire from 
spreading to the floor of the con- 
vention—and the miracle was 
withheld. The fire spread, and 
raged on the floor of the conven- 
tion at night. That moment, when 
Protestants and Catholics, prac~ 
tical politicians all, were lifted tp- 
gether to a spiritual plane was of 
itself enough to make the day 
memorable in convention anngls. 

But it was only the prologue tv 
the piece. Next came the appear- 
ance of Homer S. Cummings, 
chairman of the Resolutions Com 
mittee. before the convention with 
his dramatic appeal for more time 
before reporting the platform. 
Cummings drew the veil from the 
proceedings of the committee; with 
remarkable candor he told how the 
members had been unable to agree 
on two controverted issues; how 
they had prayed together, but in 
vain: how they feared for the fu- 
ture of the party if they should 
permit the issue of the Ku Klux 
Klan to be thrown into the cockpit 
of the convention. 

In the hope that the problem 
might yet be solved, Cummings 
asked that the convention go into 
recess till 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The request was willingly 
granted. 

Miracle Was Denied. 

But the miracle for which the 
committeemen had prayed togeth- 
er at dawn was denied. Thirty- 
four to 16 they divided on the 
question of naming or not naming 
the klan in a_ religious-freedom 
plank. The majority was for sup- 
pressing the name. There was no 
alternative to bringing the contest 
before the convention. 

And so, after the platform had 
been read at the afternoon session, 
a minority klan plank, condemning 
that organization by name, was 
presented to the convention by W. 
R. Pattangall of Maine and was 
wildly acclaimed. 

A minority plank on the league 
issue was Indited on behalf of him- 
self and seven colleagues_hby New-. 
ton D. Baker, Wilson Secretary of 
War. The majority plank pro- 
posed a referendum on the league; 
Baker’s was for adherence to the 
league without setting up any new 
machinery to bring it about. 

Convention Hall Packed. 


For awhile the convention lead- 
ers leaned toward the idea of clear- 
ing the galleries before letting the 
klan debate proceed. But this sug- 
gestion was given up and the ses- 
sion went on without a break be- 
fore a crowd that packed Madison 
Square Garden. 

There was no objection to a res- 
olution giving each side on the 
league issue an hour for deba*te 
and each side on the klan issue an

hour. 


Chairman Cummings of the Res- 
olutions Committee was given con- 
trol of the time to be used in sup- 
port of the majority planks. New- 
ton D. Baker was named as the 
minority leader in the league 
fight and William R. Pattangal of 
Maine in the klan fight. 

Thus the stage was oe for two 
great debates. 

The league fight came first. Al- 
fred Lucking, Senator A. A; Jones 
ef New Mexico and Senator Key 
Pittman spoke for the, majority 
plank, the referendum proposal, 

Newton D. Baker and ; Rabbi 
Stephen Wise of New York cham- 
pioned the other side. 

Baker’s magnificent, Impassioned 
plea for the party to stand,by the 
Wilson policies’ was one of the dra- 
matic high spots of the convention. 
It brought the crowd up cheering. 
The band played, but music was 
not necessary to keep this demon- 
stration going. This was genuine 
applause, 
great speech, in part a tribute to 
Wilson and his ideals. 

In a similar vein of idealism 
Rabbi Wise pleaded eloquently and 
well with the party not to adopt a 
plank which he predicted would 
invite ridicule and contempt “and 
perhaps not undeserved defeat for 
those who foisted it on the party.” 
This speech, too, set fire to the 
league's friends in the audience. 

But the great address of Baker 
and Rabbi Wise availed nothing. 
The minority plank was defeated 
by a vote of 742 to 353. 

In ad dramatic climax which 
brought the convention to its feet 
with roars of cheers and approval, 
Baker exclaimed:, 

- "T served Woodrow Wilson for 
five years. He is standing at the 
throne of a God whose approval he 
deserved and won. As he looks 
down I reply ‘I am doing my best. 
Weak as Iam, weak as is my voice, 
you are still the captain of my 
soul.’ And that great leader is say- 
ing not in the shrunken voice of 
the figure which I last saw, but tu 
the voice of the majestic leader, 


As Baker concluded and was 
surrounded by associates of the 
late President on the platform he 
was embraced by Joseph P. Tumul- 
ty, who was President Wilson's 
secretary, and there were tears in 
many eyes. 

In his argument Baker referred 
to Senator Lodge as “‘Not a per- 
son, but a malevolent institution.” 

Extra Policemen in Hall. 

Then came the klan debate, a 
phase of the fight that has over- 
shadowed all other contests since 
the beginaing of the convention. 
The galleries were filled, a hundred 
extra policemen were in the hall. 
In some of the aisles on the floor 
they stood at intervals of three 


| feet, facing the speaker’s stand. 


Stirring Debate on the Ku Klux Klan; 
Georgia’s Attack Starts a Parade 


By the Associated Press. 
When the convention got to the 


much-dreaded Ku Klux Klan issue 
on a proposal by W. R. Pattan 
gall of Maine to take in a plank 
naming the Ku Klux specifically, 
Senator Owen of Oklahoma opened 
the discussion. He was speaking 
for the majority report, which does 
not name the klan. 

“I appear before you now in a 
position in which I am entirely 
free to express my opinion as well 
as to defend the majority resolu- 
tions now before you,” said the 
Senator in beginning, explaining 
that he was about to retire from 
public life. 


“This is a most critical question. 
This is not a question as to the 
Ku Klux Klan winning or losing. 
This is a difference of judgmen:' 
between the large majority of th 
members of your committee and a 
minority of the same committee. 

“The majority members present 
you with a plank declaring in 
strongest possible terms for free- 
dom of religion, freedom of speech, 
freedom of the press and freedom 
of the right of every individual to 
the protection of the laws. The 
only difference between the mli- 
nority and the majority is wheth. 
er the national convention shall 
stigmatize the klan by name as 
being guilty of interfering with re- 
ligious liberty and with the polit- 
ical rights of their fellow citizens. 

‘‘Make no mistake about the is- 
sue. There isn’t anybody any- 
where in America in any respon- 
sible position that would defend 
any organization, Ku Klux or not, 
in violating the principles of the 
Constitution, or disregarding th: 
lawful rights of their fellow citi- 
zens. 


Discusses the Issue. 


“T assume it is true that mem- 
bers wearing the mask and indulg- 
ing in midnight frolics with the'r 
nighties on have been guilty of 
depredations and that sometimes 
the vilest and basest of criminals 
have worn the mask to indulge 
themselves in some criminal acy. 
That is probabyl true. KH is also 
true that there are other lunatics 
in the country, who don't wear this 
shroud. It is also true that there 
are other criminals in the country 
who do not wear this hood i! 
have been amazed to see this con- 
troversy between Democrats as tr 
what is wise party policy presented 
by the press as being a defeat or 
a victory for the Ku Klux Klan. 
It is neither one nor the other. 

“As for myself, I would not 
knowingly deprive any American 
citizen, however humble, of his 
right to worship God in his own 
way. 

“IT have been taken care of by 
negroes all my life and I should 
despise myself if I wounded the 
feeling of the humblest_negro ig 


the land. 


When Justice Brandeis | 


was made a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, 
I admired his great brain and 
character. I did not care that he 
was a Jew. From the Jews we 
received the blessing of the Bible. 
Our Christian doctrine is founded 
on the teaching of a Jew. When 
our sons went to war in America’s 
great battle, we aid not ask their 
race or creed or color. 

“Shall we now allow the Demo- 
cratic party with the. greatest op- 
portunity in all history to be di- 
vided on this question of Jew or 
gentile?” 

There were cries of “No” from 
the audience. 

“Shall we use this question in 
any way directly or indirectly to 
promote or demote any candidacies 
whatever? My fellow Democrats, 
let us be carefve. This isn’t a 
question of courage, as a member 
of the committee said. A member 
of the committee said he didn't 
have the courage to name the K. 
K. K. Well, I’ve got the courage 
to name the K. K. K. I'm not afraid 
of a Ku Klug, living or dead... There 
wasn’t any Ku Krux in your com- 
mittee that I know or. In Louisiana 
the K. K. K. was charged with 
killing some people at Mer Rouge. 
It never was proved and Louisiana 
passed a law deflaring that no 
man without permission should 
wear a mask. They didn’t want 
to stop the mardi gras. 


Laws to Control Kian. 


“We've got laws in this country 
to control the Ku Klux Klan. We 
have those laws in Oklahoma. We 


can tear the mask off of them. 
They tried to nominate a man 
there for Governor and the good 
Democrats and Protestants and 
Catholics licked the stuffing out 
of them. We're not afraid of them 
politically or any other way. The 
only issue is will you say by the 
voice of this convention that the 
membership of the K. K. K. are 
guilty of violating the constitu- 
tional provisions. There was nv 
evidence presented before us to 
that effect. I don't defend the 
Ku Klux. I think there are some 
brilliant rascals among them. But 
I know, too, there’s a large num- 
ber of good citizens among them 
who believed, in joining the order, 
that it was committed to obey and 
preserve and protect the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the country.” 

At that there was a mixture of 
applause and “boos” and hisses 
from the galleries. 

Senator Owen was succeeded on 
the rostrum by Pattangall, who 
spoke for naming the Ku Klux 
Klan specifically. 

“It was suggested by the Sen- 
ator from Oklahoma that there 
was little difference between the 


propositions before you." began 
Pattangall. “We approved and 
accepted every single word that 
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was put in the platform by the 
majority, but we added to it a 
supplementary declaration. If you 
had an opportunity to examine th:: 
report of the majority you will find 
that their plan merely reiterated 
the rights preserved to American 
citizens under the bill of rights and 
the Constitution. We have done 
nothing more than add a para- 
graph which applies those abstravt 
principles to a concrete case.” 

Here Pattangall read the minor- 
ity addition to the platform which 
méntions the name of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

“We condemn  0»political secret 
societies,” read Pattangall fron. 
the proposed plank and asked the 
convention “does anybody object 
to that?’’ 

There was a chorus of “Noes.” 

Then he went on to finish the 
reading of the plank including the 
name of the klan and a wave of 
applause swept the hall. 


“Now, is there anybody,” he 
asked, “‘who is so ignorant of what 
is going on in American life to- 
day that he does not know that 
the secret society we name lays 
down as part of its principle that 
no man who is Catholic, Jew or 
foreign born is elegible to office ”’ 

“Is there any denial of that?” 
he demanded. There were more 
Noes. 

Then Pattangall read the 
mainder of the declaration and 
continued: “Senator Owen says he 
is willing to name the klan. 


“Something More Than Name.” 
“Where is he willing? On the 


platform of this convention in New 
York City. I want to name it all 
over the United States in this plat- 
form. I want to name it wherever 
the gospel of Democracy is preach- 
od atall. Every man on that com- 
mittee approached the subject with 
the desire to do what was right and 
we all agreed that something had 
to go into the platform on this| 
situation. The principal difference! 
cf thought was whether the plat- 
form would be absolutely frank or 
not. If it is unwise to name the 
klan it is unwise to put something 
in the platform that means the 
klan. There is something more 
here than the mere name. There 
has crept into American life so 
strong an influence in certain states 
that cretain Senators told me last 
night that if they opposed the klan 
they could not be re-elected. There 
has crept into the life of the Uni- 
ted States an influence so ‘strong 
that it needs examination. And 
when we find it approaching the 
Principles of religious freedom it is 
proper that some great party 
should stand for the things that we 
all believe in. 


“This organization couldn't dis- 
criminate against me—I have al! 
the qualifications of membership. I 
wonder when Senator Owen voted 
for a draft in 1917 if he only voted 
to draft the boys who were white 
Protestant and native born. When 
# society said to me that man born 
ef Jewish parents or tin the Catho- 
lic faith can't be able to serve his 
country in civil life, but can be 
called to serve his country in mill- 


re- 
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tary life when it needs them, I'll 
condemn them wherever I meet 
them.”’ 


At that the convention went in- 
to an uproar of demonstration. 

“IT am a Democrat because I was 
taught to believe that the funda- 
mental creed of the party was that 
Americans of every section were 
equal on a Democratic platform,” 
he continued, ‘there needs to be 
sent out over the whole United 
States a message froin Democracy 
that our party hates bigotry, hates 
intolerance and opposes them be- 
cause it hates them and it hates 
hypocrisy and therefore calls big- 
otry and intolerance by their right 
names when it speaks of them.” 

There was a good deal of favor- 
able demonstration on the floor 
when the speaker concluded, but 
most of the noisy demonstrations 
came from the galleries. 

Woman Assails Klan. 
Mrs. Carroll Miller of Pittsburg. 


who seconded the nomination of 
Gov. Smith, also spoke for the mi 
nority plank proposed by Patten- 
gall. 

“What would you think of a 
home in America where the chi! 
dren shuddered nightly in fear of 
the Ku Klux Klan?” she asked 
“There are such places where cit- 
izens guaranteed constitutional 
protection, are denied the _  at- 
tributes of a free life; places where 
the foreign born are discriminate 
against by the shopkeeper; places 
where the foreign-born wife wait- 
ing for the husband to return from 
his work is never sure that he wit'l 
not be mobbed before he returns 
to his family. In the mountains, 
of my own State this guerrilla or- 
ganization not only terrorized a 
community, but three persons were 
killed. Do you call that Amer- 
ica? Do you call that Christian- 
ity? You say that political ex- 
pediency demands our silence on 
the subject. Since when has the 
Democratic party knelt before the 
god of political expediency? I'd 
rather go down to defeat in 1924 
as we did in 1920 on a clear-cut 
moral issue than win on any issue 
you can’t recognize. Let us Demo- 
crats remember it is better to be a 
doorkeeper in the house of God 
than to dwell in the tents of wick- 
edness forever.”’ 


“If we fight this demon without 
fear and in the open we leave our 
children a heritage of honor, sin- 
cerity and peace,” concluded Mrs, 
Miller, while the convention gave 
her a roaring demonstration of 
approval, some of which came 
from the floor and a lot of which 
also came from the galleries. 


Governor of North Carolina Speaks. 


Then the other side of the quez- 
tion came on again in an argu- 
ment by Gov. Morrison of North 
Carolina. 

“T have not risen to speak in de- 
fense of the Ku Klux Klan,’ be- 
Ban the Governor, “but I do de 
sire to say something of the rights 
of the men who mistakenly belong 
to the Ku Klux Klan. Who are 
they? About 1.000,000 men who 
profess the Protestant form of 
Christian religion, which is not 
preliminary to thugism in Amer- 
ican life. 


“Are we, without trial or evi- 
dence, in a political convention to 
try, condemn and execute more 
than 1,000,000 men who are pro- 
fessed followers of the Lord. What 
do we mean by religious liberty’ 
We mean there shall be no legal 
test for office, there shall be no 
discrimination in the land against 
any man on account of his religious 
feeling. But has any party ever 
pledged itself to prevent foolich 
religious intolerance and bigotry? 
We cannot do it. 

“IT love many Jews and I love 
many Catholics and I have ap- 
pointed both to office and laughed 
at the Ku Klux Klan since becom- 
ing Governor of North Carolina. 
These men, who can’t get into this 
order unless they profess to be 
Christians, have organized this as- 
sociation into which they won't 
let a Catholic or a Jew come. How 
can we help it? If? anybody wants

appalled by 
political depravity which have 
characterized 
public affairs. We arraign the 
Republican party for attempt- 
ing to limit inquiry into offi- 
cial delinquencies and to im- 
pede, if not to frustrate, the in- 
vestigations to which, in the be- 
ginning the Republican party 
leaders assented. but which 
later they regarded with dismay. 
These investigations sent the 
former Secretary of the Interior 
to Three Rivers in disgrace and 
dishonor. These investigations 
revealed the incapacity and in- 
difference to public obligation 
of the Secretary of the Navy, 
compelling him, by force of pub- 
lic opinion, to quit the Cabinet. 
These investigations confirmed 
the general impression as to the 
unfitness of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral by exposing an official situ- 
ation and personal contacts 
which shocked the conscience of 
the nation and compeiled his dis- 
missal from the Cabinet. These 
investigations disclosed the ap- 
palling conditions of the Vet- 
erans Bureau with its fraud 
upon the Government and its 
cruel neglect of the sick and 
disabled soldiers of the Worid 
War. These investigations re- 
vealed the criminal! and fraudu- 
lent mature of the oil leases. 
which caused the Congress, de- 
spite the indifference of the exe- 
cutive, to direct recovery of the 
public domain and the prosecu- 
tion of the criminals. 


Such are the exigencies of 
partisan politics that Republi- 
can leaders are teaching the 
strange doctrine that public cen- 
sure should be directed against 
those who expose crime rather 
than against criminals who have 
committed the offenses. If only 
three Cabinet officers out of ten 
are disgraced, the country is 
asked to marvel at how many 
are free from taint. Long boast- 
ful that it was the only party 
“fit to govern,” the Republican 
party has proven its inability to 
govern even itself. It is at war 
with itself. As on agency of Gov- 
ermment it has ceased to func- 
tion. This nation cannot afford

The Fordney-McCumber tariff 
act is the most unjust. unsci«n- 
tific and dishonest tariff tar 
measure ever enacted in our his- 
tory. Tt i class tegisiation, 
which defrauds all the people for 
the benefit of a fewr 4 hee vily 
increases the cost of ving, pe- 
nalizes agriculture, corrupts the 
Government. fosters paternalism. 
and, tn the jong run, does not 
benefit the very imterests for 
which itt was intended. 

We denounce the Republican 
tariff jaws which are written itn 
great part in ald of monopolies 


the revelations of 


the conduct of 
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position to be in favor of a tax 
on commodities entering the 
customs house that will promote 
effective competition, protect 
again monopoly and at the same 
time produce a fair revenue to 
support the Governmert. 

The greatest contributing fac- 
tor in the increase and unbalanc- 
ing of prices is unscientific taxa- 
tion. After having increased 
taxation and the cost of living 
by $2,000.069.000. under the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff all 
that the Republican party could 
suggest in the way of relief was 
a cut of $3°¢@.000.000 in direct 
taxes: and that was to be given 
principally to those with the 
largest incomes. Although there 
was mo evidence of a iack of 
capital for investment to meet 
the present requirements of all 
legitimate industrial enterprises, 
and. although the farmers and 
general consumers were bearing 
the brunt of tariff favors already 
granted to special interests. the 
administration was unable to 
devise any plan except one to 
grant further aid to the few. 
Fortunately this pian of the ad- 
ministration faltled. and under 
Democratic leadership aided by 
progressive Republicans. a more 
equitable one was adopted, which 


reduces direct taxes br about 
$450,000.000. 
The issue between the Pres- 


ident and the Democratic par- 
ty is not one of tax reduction or 
of the conservation of capital. 
It is an issue of relative burden 
of taxation and of the distribu- 
tion of capital as affected by the 
taxation of tncome. The Pres- 
ident still stands on the so-called 
Mellon plan. which his party has 
just refused to endorse or men- 
tion in its platform. 

The income tax was intended 
18 @ tax upon wealth. It was 
not intended to take from the 
poor any part of the necessities 
of life. We hold that the fairest 
tax with which to raise revenue 
for the Federal Government is 
the income tax. We favor a 
graduated tax upon incomes, so 
adjusted as to lay the burdens of 
government upon the taxpayers 
in proportion to the benefits they 
enjoy and their ability to pay. 
We oppose the so-called nuisance 
taxes, sales taxes, and all other 
forms of taxation that unfairly 
shift to the comsumer the bur- 
dens of taxation. We refer to 
the Democratic revenues meas- 
wre passed by the last Congress 
as distinguished from the Mellon 
tax plan as an fllustration of the 
policy of the Democratic party. 
We first made a flat reduction 
of 25 per cent upon the tax of all 
incomes payable this year and 
then we so changed the proposed 
Melion plan 2s to eliminate taxes 
upon the poor, reducing them 
upon moderate incomes, and, 
in a lesser degree. upon the in- 
comes of multimillionaires. We 
hold that all taxes are unneces- 
sarily hich. and pledge ourselves 
to further reductions. 

We denounce the Mellon plan 
as device to relieve multimil- 
lionaires at the expense of other 
taxpayers, and we accept the is- 
sue of taxation tendered by Pres- 
ident Coolidge. 


Agriculture. 


During the four years of Re- 
publican Government, the eco- 
nomic condition of the Ameri- 
can farmer has changed from 
comfort to bankruptcy, with all 
its attendant miseries. The chief 
causes for this are: 

(A) The Republican party 
policy of isolation in internation- 
al affairs has prevented Europe 
from getting back to its normal 
balance, and, by leaving unsolved 
the economic problems abroad. 
has driven the European city 
population from industrial! activi- 
ties to the soil in large numbers 
im order to earn the mere neces- 
saries of life. This has deprived 
the American farmer of his nor- 
mal export trade. 

(B) The Republican policr of 
a prohibitive tariff. exemplified 
in the Fordney-McCumber law. 
which has forced the American 
farmer, with his export market 
@ebiflitated. to buy manufactured 
goods at sustained high domestic 
levels, thereby making him the 
victim of the profiteer. 

(C) The Republican policy of 
high transportation rates. both 
rail and water. which has made 
tt impossible for the farmer toe 
ship his product to market at 
even a living profit. 

To offset these policies and 
their disastrous results, and to 
restore the farmer again to eco- 
nomic equality with other in- 
dustrialists. we pledge ourselves. 

(A) To adopt an international 
policy of such co-operation, by

Railroads. 


The sponsors for the Esch- 
Cummins tranmsportation act of 
1920. at the time of its presenta- 
tion te Congress, stated that it 
had for its purposes the reduc- 
tion of the cost of transportation, 
the improvement of service. the 
bettering of labor conditions 
the promotion of peaceful co-op- 
eration between employer and 
employe at the same time, the 
assurance of a fair and just 
return to the railroads upon thelr 
invest ment. 

We are in accord with these 


announced purposes. but contend 


the act has failed to ac- 
complish them. It has failed to 
reduce the cost of transporta- 
tion. The promised improvement 
in service has not been realized.

The labor provisions of the act 


have proven unsatisfactory in 
settling differences between em- 
ployer. and emplore The so- 
called recapture clause has 
worked out to the advantage of 
the strong and has been of no 
The pro- 
nouncement in the act for the 
development cf both rafl and 
water transportation has proven 
Water transportation up- 
on our tnland waterways has not 
been encouraged, and limitation

its the production of fertilizers 
at Muscle Shoals by limiting the 
amount of power to be used in 
thelr manufacture. 


Republican Contraction of 


Credit and Currency. 

We denounce the recent crue! 
and unjust contraction of legiti- 
mate and necessary credit and 
currency. which was directly due 
to the so-called deflation policy 
of the Republican party as de- 
clared in its national platform of 
June, 1920, and tn the speech of 
acceptance of its candidate for 
the presicency. Within 18 months 
after the election of 1929 this 
policy resulted in withdrawing 
bank loans and discounts by over 
$5,000.600 €¢0 and in contracting

The conservation of migratory 
birds, the establishment of game 
preserves and the protection and 
conservation of wild life if of im- 
portance to agriculturalists as 
well as. sportsmen.

ber calls for a national policy of 
reforestation. 


Improved roads are of vital im- 
portance not only to commerce 
and industry. but also to agricul- 
ture and natural life. We call 
attention to the record of the 
Democratic party in this matter 
and favor continuance of Federal 
aid under existing Federal and 
State agencies. 


Mining. 


Mining is one of the basic fn- 
dustries of this country. We pro- 
duce more coal, fron, copper and 
silver than any other country. 
The value of our mineral produc- 
tion is second only to agriculture. 
Mining has suffered like agricul- 
ture and frem the same causes.

Private Monopolies. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has submitted to the Re- 
publican administration numer- 
ous reports showing the _ exist- 
ence of monopolies and combi- 
nations in restraint of trade and 
has recommended proceedings 
against thees violators of the 
law. The few prosecutions which 
have resulted from this abun- 
dant evidence furnished by this 
agency created by the Democrat- 
ic party, while proving the in- 
difference of the administration 
to the violations of law by trusts 
and monopolies and its friend- 
ship for them, nevertheless dem- 
onstrate the value of the Federal 
Trade Commission.

Americans, if any, doubt that the 
magnificent team of athletes this 
nation has sent to the Olympics 
will fail to win the great interna-., 
tional sports event. But by how 
big a margin will they win? 

Attempting to guess the exact 
seores, with so many athletes en- 
tered, many of whom are unknown 
on this side of the water, would be 
a hazardous occupation. But here 
are some facts and figures that 
should give something of a line on 
America’s chances: . 

In the first place, the Yale row- 
ing crew is perhaps the best Amer- 
fea ever had. It shattered all rec- 
ords on the Schuylkill, and the Ca- 
nadian, French, British and Belgian 
etar crews will have to work almost 
a@ miracle to defeat Ed Leader's 
men. Gilmore looks equally good 
in the single sculls. 

Bowman, in winning the 100-me- 
ter race at the Harvard Stadium 
trials, equaled the Olympic record. 

Jackson Schulz of St. Louis es- 
tablished a new world record for 
200 meters. 

Coard Taylor equaled the world 
record for 100 meters. 

Richardson’ of Stanford, at the 
rail, on a heavy truck, did the 800- 
meter in 1:53 9-10, which is less 
than two seconds behind the world 
record. 

Ray Baker equaled the American 
record of 3:55 8-10 inthe 1500-me- 
ter, a time which is just 1 1-10 sec- 
ons behind the world record made 
by Zander in Sweden in 1922. 

More Doubt in Longer Races. 

In the longer races we shall have 
a@ little more anxiety. Joie Ray won 
the 3000-meter in 2m. 43.9s. Nurmi, 
the Finn, has a world’s record of 
Sm. 28 3-5s. at Finland in 19822. 

John Romig did the 5000-meter 
in 15m. 15.7s.. while Nurmi's rec- 
ord is 14m... 35.36. 

Verne Booth covered the 10,000- 
meter in 22m. 41-5s, and Koleh- 
mainen the Olympic record at 31m. 
40 4-55. 

Clarence De Mar, our best Mar- 
athon man, broke the record over 
here, but there is no possible 
means of comparison in Marathon 
running. as it depends so largely 
upon the course. 

However, when we come back to 
the shorter distances again, Guth- 
rie of Ohio State won the 110-me- 
ter hurdies in 15 seconds, but 
Johnson, who ran third in the 
finals, established a world's record 
of 14 4-5 In the semifinals.

Hagen Has Proved

Greatest Golfer 
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Second Victory in Three Years 


in British Open Achieved by 


Strong Finish—American Shines in ‘Pinch,’”

NEW YORK, June 28.—Walter Hagen. the lion-hearted warrior of 
the links, in winning this week the British open golf championship for 
the second time, has proved himself the greatest golfer in the world. 


Considering temperament, 


ability and past performances—and all 


these must be considered in selecting any champion—the “Hage” leads 


them all. 


At 32 years he has won every title of importance in golf, as 
well as numerous minor tournaments. 


In aggregate winnings from com- 


petitions he has totaled more money than any other player in the game, 


probably more than any two others. 


Hagen first came into promi- 
nence in 1914, when, at the age of 
22, he won the United States open 
champion at Braeburn. Just 
five years later he again won the 
national open. 

Scoffed at in 1920. 

“Hage” first went abroad to 
compete in the British open in 
1920. He finished so far in the rear 
he was lost sight of. British crit- 
ics were inclined to scoff at the 
American's ability. But even in 
that year Hagen showed his mettle 
by going to Paris a week later and 
winning the French open against 
virtually the same field. 


On his second trip over, the fol- 
lowing year, Hagen made a much 
better showing, finishing sixth. 
The third year, 1922, Hagen went 
over with a set of straight-faced 
wooden clubs, which helped him 
greatly in driving into the wind. 
This time he was victorious, thus 
being the first and only American 
home-bred ever to win the British 
open championship, which is con- 
sidered the greatest plum in golf, 

Stroke Behind Winner in 1923. 

Last year Hagen again made a 
remarkable showing in England, 
finishing second to Arthur Havers, 
just one stroke behind. The Brit- 
ons who were scoffing at him four 
years before now were his greatest 
admirers. 

Before the championship this 
year writers and players alike stat- 
ed openly that they feared Hagen 
more than any other golfer. George 
Duncan, the favorite, said Hagen 
was the man the winner would 
have to beat. Hagen's wonderful 
fighting temperament and his ex- 
quisite putting touch make him the 
great golfer he is. Walter makes 
an ideal champion. Some criticise 
him for being rather “ritzy” or 
cocky, although his strutting man- 
ner is deceiving. Hagen is in no 
way conceited. He can take the 
breaks better than any other golfer 
the writer knows. He never com- 
plains and his motto is "Play the 
ball where it lies.’’ 


At His Best in Pinches. 
Hagen has won many tourna- 
ments where it looked as if he 
were out of the running, because 


he had the patience to wait for 
the breaks. He never tries to force 
things. When it comes to a pinch, 
“Hage” is at his best. You never 
can tell what he will do. 

In the tournament just ended 
Walter had an 83 in the first quali- 
fying round. The next day he 
came back with a 73, qualifying 


easily. In the last round of the 
champlonship he took 41 strokes 
for the first nine. Just when it 
looked as if he were about to fade 
out of the picture, he came 
through with a wonderful 36 on 
the second nine, beating out E. R. 
Whitcombe by a stroke. There is 
this, too, to be said about Hagen 
—he has never been heard or 
known to make a squawk when 
he has lost. He always takes his 
beating with a smile. 
A Deliberate Player. 

The new champion always uses 
a steel putter. He strokes the ball 
very evenly and very deliberately, 
taking the club head back on a 
straight line. In addressing the 
ball, he uses a fairly open stance 
with the weight of the body on the 
left foot. He never hurries his 
putt or fidgets about. Everything 
with Hagen is even, deliberate and 
methodical. 

As a shotmaker he ts probably 
not Duncan's equal. In wood club 
play he is surpassed by Sarazen. 
But In the matter of putting, in all- 
round ability and in temperament, 
as well as in past perrormances, 
he is in a class by himself. He is 
as good in match play as he is in 
medal play. Genial Gene is the 
Only man who ever outfought him. 
He did that a year ago in the final 
round of the professional golfers’ 
championship when he defeated 
Walter in 38 holes tn the most ex- 
citing golf ever witnessed in the 
metropolitan section. 

Hagen was born in Rochester 32 


years ago. He is of German de- 
scent.

In 1902 H. G. Wells predicted that by 1950 
there would be heavier-than-air flying ma- 
chines capable of practical use In war. He 
was well aware that this view would at that 
time excite considerable ridicule. Haldane 
avers that he is making no prophecy rasher 
than this one. The most arresting and memo- 
rable of his forecasts he has thrown into the 
entertaining form of extracts from an essay 
on the influence of biology on history during 
the twentieth century, which may be read by 
a rather stupid Cambridge undergraduate 150 
years hence. Here is the future student's 
view of what is coming to us and our imme- 
diate descendants in the way of food produc- 
tion: 


Discusses Biology. 

“As early as the first decade of the twen- 
tieth century we find a conscious attempt at 
the application of biology to politics in the so- 
called eugenic movement. A number of 
earnest persons, having discovered the exist- 
ence of biology, attempted to apply it in its 
then very crude condition to the production 
of a race of supermen, and ip certain coun- 
tries managed to carry a good deal of legis- 
lation. They appear to have managed to pre- 
vent the transmission of a good deal of insan- 
ity and the like, and they certainly succeed- 
ed in producing the most violent opposition 
and hatred amongst the classes whom they 
somewhat gratuitously regarded as .undesir- 
able parents. (There was even a rebellion in 
Nebraska.) However, they undoubtedly pre- 
pared publie opinion for what was to come, 
and so far served a useful purpose. Far more 
important was the progress in medicine which 
practically abolished infectious diseases in 
those countries which were prepared to toler- 
ate the requisite amount of State interference 
in private life, and finally, after the league’s 
ordinance of 1958, all over the world; though 
owing to Hindoo opposition parts of India 
were still quite unhealthy up to 1980. 


Affects World’s History. 


“But from a wider point of view the most 
fmportant biological work in the first third 
of the century was in experimental zoology 
and botany. But it was not until 1940 that 
Selkovski invented the purple alga porphyro- 
coccus fixator which was to have so great an 
effect on the world's history. In the fifty 
years before this date the world’s average 
wheat yield had been doubled; there was, 
however, little prospect of further advance. 
Porphyrococcus is an enormously efficient 
nitrogen-fixer and will grow in almost any 
climate, obtaining its nitrogen from the air. 
It has about the effect In four days that «a 
crop of vetches would have had in a year. It 
could not, of course, have been produced in 
the course of nature, as its immediate ances- 
tors would only grow in artificial media and 
could not have survived outside a laboratory. 
Wherever nitrogen was the limiting factor to 
plant growth it doubled the yield of wheat 
and quadrupled the value of grass land for 
grazing purposes. The enormois fall in food 
prices and the ruin of purely agriculturat 
states was one of the chief causes of disas- 
trous events of 1943 and 1944. 

“The food glut was also greatly accentuated 
when in 1942 the Q-strain of porphyrococcus 
escaped into the sea and multiplied with enor- 
mous rapidity. Indeed, for two months the 
surface of the tropical Atlantic set to a jelly, 
with disastrous results to the weather of Eu- 
rope. When certain of the Plankton organ- 
isms developed ferments capable of digesting 
it, the increase of the fish population of the 
seas was so great as to make the fish the unt- 
versal food that it is now; and to render even

Public office as described by Attorney-General Bar- 
rett in a speech at Fulton is anything but the land of 
heart's desire.

Blair was a fighter, on the battlefield, 
in the Senate of the United States, and— 
more importantly than in either of the 
lines mentioned—as a private citizen 
battling valiantly, in counsel and forum, 
for the preservation of the Union. 

Before the Civil War he served in the 
lower house at Washington as a Repub- 
lican.

But it was as leader 
of the Unionist party in Missouri at the 
outbreak of hostilities that he performed 
his most heroic service. But for Blair 
there is solid reason for the belief that 
Missouri would have been dragged into 
the Confederacy, thus giving much great- 
er strength and sustenance to the rebel- 
lion.

With Oriental fatalism the Attorney-General con- 
cluded, platitudinally, that, if the people are respon- 
sible for the faults of our government, they are also 
the source its virtues. 
That is eak finish. Something better might be 
expected from a public official with the courage and 
candor to indict a people. Why not take the pri- 
mary election, for example, and analyze it frankly 
as a political process? Why not candidly declare that 
the primary is a cumbersome, incongruous device 
that really does not fit in with the machinery of our 
representative government? The primary is “pure 
democracy,” and as such is entirely practicable within 
the limited areas of towns, cities and counties, but 
when applied to the expanse and diversity of a state 
it is impracticable. The primary is predicated upon 
the electorate’s intimate, personal knowledge of the 
candidates. Where that knowledge is not possible the 
primary does not work and there is no prospect, from 
our experience, that it ever will work. 
The standing complaint against the primary is that 
only a small minority of the voters participate in it. 
But would the results be any happier if everybody 
voted in the primaries? If Mr. Barrett fs correct in 
saying that the votes cast in primary elections are 
unintelligent and nondiscriminating, what difference 
would it make if a full vote were cast? 
It is the primary plan itself that is at fault, and it 
will continue to faulty until that remote period 
when the people will have sufficient leisure, suf- 
ficient freedom from the concern of their private 
affairs to give a very considerable part of their time 
to public affairs. 
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MODERN WITCH FINDERS. 


In the days of Cotton Mather and for centuries 
previous, certain persons made an unenviable liv- 
ing by discovering the signs of witchcraft in suspect- 
ed victims, usually old women. And a favorite 
method of seeking for signs of guilt was to prick 
the body with pins, the finding of insensible spots 
being taken as evidence that the devil was 1 ptect- 
ing his servant. 

Today the alienists, for the purpose of savin? life, 
holding that the endocrine ,jfands or other bodily 
organs are the real devils, flock to the apparently 
abnormal criminal, eager to make any and all tests 
to discover these devils. The Franks murder case 
is bringing them to Chicago from all over the 
country. Sheriff Hoffman, in charge of Leopold and 
Loeb, is puzzled by their maneuvers. He is quoted 
as saying that “an army of crazy men are around 
trying to make two sane boys as crazy as them- 
selves.”

| THE QUALITY OF LIBERALISM. 

MacDonald, England's Labor Premjer, and Herriot, 
the first liberal French Premier since the war, have 
come to full accord on policies of common action 
for mutual security, for the rehabilitation of Ger- 
many and for establishing conditions designed for 
the permanent peace of Europe. An allied conference 
for July 16 bas been programmed and will be fol- 
lowed by further steps in the League of Nations ses- 
sion at Geneva. Withdrawal of the French from the 
Ruhr as part of the Dawes program and the ad- 
mission of Germany to the League of Natfons are 
among the objectives which it is intended to accom- 
plish. 

There is something in this new accord of govern- 
ments fostered by good feeling that signifies more 
than a mere change of government heads. The 
change had to be fn the right direction, and that dil- 
rection was liberalism. Tory governments, which 
are, first of all, nationalistic, are, by their very na- 
ture, irreconcilable. Their nationalism is a religion 
refusing to see that the policy which in the end 
serves the nation best is a policy of friendliness and 
co-operation moved by the spirit of generosity and 
achieved through common sense and intelligence. 

Europe, since the rise of Poincare, has been denied 
the spirit of generosity and the force of intelligence. 
It has been given over to nationalistic shibboleths, 
to hatreds and the interests of unenlightened selfish- 
ness. Time and the failure of old policies are bring- 
ing Europe to common accord through liberal states- 
manship. 

What has held France back has, in Ifke manner, 

held back the United States. We have been repre 
sented by a tory Government, full of the spirit of 
suspicion, fear of even the pettilest commitments, 
selfishness and a narrow nationalism which has de 
feated its own purposes by creating ill-feeling abroad, 
by abandoning our great power and influence for re- 
construction and by stopping the channels of trade, 
thereby impoverishing our agricultural class and 
postponing the day of collection of our war credits 
on the Continent. 
It is not so much that we need the League of Na-| 
tions itself immediately, but we need co-operation 
with it and a laying aside of small partisan preju- 
dices which have been a bar to all progress and have 
belittled the name of America throughout the world. 
We need a Government that is not afraid to be 
friendly, that will not only answer respectful com- 
munications from the League of Nations—as Secre 
tary Hughes has refused to do—but will go more 
than half way in attacking the problems that beset 
the world. In other words, we need liberalism at 
Washington which we cannot expect to get from the 
present frigid regtme in the White House and State 
Department.

in appeals to the residents to be nice to the 
visitors, who are not to be robbed, cheated 
or in any wise run over. 

The newspapers think New York has a 
chance here to assimilate the rest of the 
country to a degree. There has never been 
such a mass of people here from every 
state in the Union and its far-lying terri- 
tories. One of the newspapers says frankly 
that this is Gotham’s chance to remove the 
prejudice against her, a prejudice of which 
New York is aware and of which Mayor 
Hylan spoke when he welcomed the con- 
vention to the city. It is a matter as to 
which New York is apparently anxious. 

All the newspapers, including those back- 
ing Smith, realize that no good has been 
done this cause by the Tammany demon- 
stration for Smith when he was nominated 
and the attitude of the Tammany galleries 
towards the Governor's rivals. No such 
bad manners have been exhibited in any 
other national convention as the Hooligans 
of Tammany have exhibited here. They 
greeted all the seconding speeches for Mc- 
Adoo, some of them made by beautiful 


*women who might have been thought suf- 


ficient to soothe the breast of the veritable 
savage, with cries of “oil” and booming 
“boohs.” 

This hurt, of course. No end of Demo- 
crats have sworn never to consent to an- 
cther convention of the party in New York 
and the newspapers are doing their utmost 
to allay this resentment. Politics in New 
York are not the refined pastime they are 
in most of the country. This is the richest 
State in the Union, and this is the country’s 
greatest city. The political prizes are im- 
mense, and the struggle for them is not 
very much unlike the usual emprise for 
great stakes. The reg#t of us have never 
fought for such political riches, and we 
therefore have not put party organization 
upon the efficiency basis it enjoys in New 
York. 

The presidency is the greatest of all po- 
litical prizes. New York has a candidate 
for the presidential nomination, and she 
brought to getting it for him the political 
efficiency in which she is expert. It left 
the supporters of the other candidates 
ttunned and hurt. Tammany had overdone 
it, and if Smith ever had a chance, which 
nobody merely onlooking believes, it per- 
‘shed in Tammany’s mechanical thunder 
and {ll-mannered “boohs.” 

No other candidate got off so advan- 
tageously as did John W. Davis, nominated 
in perfect dignity and good taste, not a 
word about West Virginia beirg either a 
treat or a sovereign State, and applauded 
at the end by as decorous and refined a 
parade as ever made its calm and contained 
way about a convention floor. Mr. Davis 
etood at length unblushing and serene, cer- 
tainly the only candidate not made ridicu- 
lous before his country or vicariously 
bumptious in the sight of God. A woman 
had much to do with this. She was Mrs. 
Izetta Jewell Brown. You have likely read 
of Mrs. Brown, sometime actress and for 
an enchanted moment the wife of some 
Brown or other. Well, you have never 
read the half. Twenty women have ad- 
Gressed the convention either in song, 
poetry or prose. They have appeared as 
roses, sunflowers, goddesses, angels, orators 
and officers, but there has been only one 
Mrs. Brown. Only one woman Produced 
that spell which claimed the unthinking 
Adam when he came in the enchanted for- 
est upon the woman Mra. Brown

TAXES ON TRUCKS 


Auto Sales Manager Cites Case 
To Show Present License 
Fees Are Unfair. 


Pounding of roads by heavy 
trucks, and the comparatively 
small amount they contribute 
toward road construction through 
taxes and fees, are arousing in- 
creasing resentment among think- 
ing motorists. A case in point was 
cited yesterday by J. N. Keller- 
man, salesmanager for the Hud- 
eon-Frampton Motor Car Co. 

“While I was changing a tire 
on the Antire road Monday eve- 
ning,” he said, four big trucks 
came hammering past. You could 
hear them pounding the road a 
long distance away. In the same 
time one automobile passed. 

“The Antire road is the main 
route to Eureka and Pacific, and 
is the detour used by all traffic 
east and west while the Man- 
chester road is being concreted. 
A road crew has been busy on the 
seven or eight mile stretch west of 
Valley Park to the bridge over the 
Meramec toward Eureka. By the 
time they got the west end in 
shape and got at work ‘on the east 
section the west end was being 
pounded full of holes. Of course, 
the heavy rains have helped. But, 
beyond a doubt, the chief damage 
has been done by the trucks. 

“We tax trucks on the same 
basis as automobiles—bore and 
stroke, or cylinder capacity, where- 
as one of them, I am’ convinced, 
does fully 30 times the damage to 
a road that an ordinary car does.

RADIO IMPORTATIONS 


Efforts Made to Block the Sales 
of American Made Radio 
Apparatus. 


An effort to block the sale of 
American made radio apparatus 


and to assume popular American 
radio trade names for local makes 
of apparatus is reported from New 
Zealand. Actually the block is 
against all radio goods not man- 
ufactured by the Amalgamated 
Wireless Co., Ltd., of Australasia. 
This company is said to be a branch 
of the Marconi Co., of England; :t 
operates as a branch by virtue of 
the annual payment to the Marconi 
Co. of a £60,000 annual fee. The 
Amalgamated was formed in Au- 
stralia with a million shares of 
stock, of which §00,001 shares are 
controlled by the Australian Com- 
monwealth, the Government pay- 
ing haif the royalty to the Mar- 
conti Co. of England. 

An agreement is understood to 
exist between the Marconi Co. of 
England and the Radio Corporation 
of America, by virtue of which the 
Amalgamated, upon payment of the 
above mentioned royalties to the 
Marconi Co., is permitted to use 
circuits, designs and patents held 
by the R. C. A. 

It is now reported, however, that 
the Amalgamated is showing a 
tendency to assume trade names 
which have been made popular by 
the advertising and quality of pro- 
duction of American firms. The 
term ‘“‘Radiophone,” for example, 
is being used. In some cases local 
distributors have discovered this 
use of the trade names in time to 
avoid sales under the misappre- 
hension that the goods were genu- 
ine American products. 

If the Amalgamated company 
registered the names of popular 
American goods not registered in 
New Zealand, as their own, they 
could demand a royalty on every. 
instrument sold there under the 
name. Such an attempt has been 
made by the Amalgamated people. 
reports from authentic and reliable

A group of New Zealanders is 
said to have undertaken the forma:- 
tion of a broadcasting company 
with four large stations, using 
mostly American apparatus. Bu: 
at a meeting held in connection 
with the organization of the com- 
pany, it is stated that local repre- 
sentatives of the Amalgamated 
company informed the prospective 
incorporators that they would no. 
be permitted to operate unless a li- 
cense were secured from the Amal- 
gamated company and the New 
Zealand Government. Communi- 
cations with the head office of the 
Amalgamated company in Austra- 
lia, however, indicated that the lo- 
cal branch in New Zealand had no 
authority to make such a state- 
ment. Rights of the Amalgamated 
company in connection with trans- 
mission apparatus are questioned 
by the proposed broadcasters. It 
has been the practice of the Ama'- 
gamated to demand subscripticn 
fees from every broadcaster in New 
Zealand, although most of them 
have been refused it is understood, 
and no action by the Amalgamated 
has followed. 

The projectors of the broadcast- 
ing service intend to force the is- 
sue as a test case, it is understood. 
providing they obtain assistance 
from the American Manufacturers 
covering the patents they dcsire to 
operate under, since the Amalga- 
mated company has not proven its 
rights. Representatives of both the 
Amalgamated company and the }o- 
cal Government are hoping to 
bring about a block against makes 
of apparatus other than their own, 
although they have not yet suc- 
ceeded, advices set.

Transmission Changes. 

With the remarkable develop- 
ment of the clutch and the extreme 
flexibility of power plants, there 
are reasons to suspect that one of 
the next big developments will be 
the elimination of the transmission 
for all normal driving.

of starting off without extra gear- 
ing down and the clutch built to 
absorb all shock.

First Story of Summer Series 
for Youngsters Given at 
Art Museum, 


“Is it a real mummy, a real one, 
what was, once a person?” in- 
quired a 9-year-old child. 

“absolutely. A real mummy, 
about 2400 years old,” replied the 
supervisor.

The roundup of the alleged robbers was

his name as J. W. Wayne and later identified 
as Willis Newton. He had several bullet 
wounds, He said he had been shot by a 
woman, but the inspectors and de- 
tectives concluded that he had been shot 
during the robbery when he was mistaken by 
one of the robbers for a mail clerk. Persons 
in the house with him were arrested and 
other arrests followed speedily. The officials 
cannot at this stage divulge what led them to 
the persons who have been arrested and in-

Much of the loot was recovered in an aban- 
coned automobile found on the 17th in a field 
near Joliet and the officials expect to recover 
most, if not all, of the remainder. The ma- 
chine was filled with mailbags which had been 
cut open and partially rifled, but there was 
recovered $100,000 of non-negotiable se- 
curities, including $10,100 of unsigned cur- 
rency and $5000 in $5 bills which had appar- 
ently been overlooked. 

Nearly always it is that way. Robbing the 
mails looks easy and sometimes it is easy, but 
getting away with it afterward is one of the 
hardest things that criminals are ever called 
upon to do. 

There are a good many reasons for this. 
First off, the men who rob the mails are

of the country, because the mails belong to the 
people. They ell send letters. They don't 
want those letters tampered with, even if they 
contain nothing but messages. They are irri- 
tated when the mail is robbed. Even if they 
lose no letters they reflect that they might 
huve. 

So the robbers, even if they temporarily 
escape, are hedged about by hostility which 
does not exist when a bank has been robbed 
or another sort of crime committed, because, 
as regards miost of the people, these things 
are more remote, 

The result is that everybody who knows 
anything or has observed anything or has an 
cpinion communicates with the authorities 
end after every mail robbery there is quickly 
placed at the disposal of the o:ficials a mass 
of information, most of which is useless but 
some of which may be very useful. The eye

Mail robbers have every chance to get 
away at the time of the commission of the 
crime. They use automobiles and they are 
desperate men, the shooting kind, and they 
pick their own time and place, where inter- 
ference is least likely to be effective. But 
getting away is one thing and staying away 
is another. 

They do not usually get very far because 
hehind them, besides the public with its vol- 
unteered information, are the postoffice in- 
spectors, constituting one of the most efficient 
detective organizations in the world, city and 
State law officers who co-operate fully within 
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JOE NEWTON, 
Another of the ro men thus far held account- 
able for the Chicago robbery in which §$3,- 
000,000 in money and bonds was taken. 


their jurisdictions, 50,000 postmasters and 
400,000 postoffice employes, all potential gn 
the discovery and recovery of stolen mail and 
the capture of the robbers. 

There are 15 divisions of the Postoffice In- 
syection Service. When a big mail robbery is 
committed, two or three men from each of the 
divisions, men who have had the most expe- 
rience with mail robbers, are sent to the scene. 
With such a congress of experts from all over 
the country to scan and analyze the clews, a 
conclusion is almost invariably arrived at as 
tv the probable group identity of the robbers, 
which gives immediate definite direction to the 
investigation. 

Descriptions of the stolen money and bonds 
are prepared and sent to all postmasters and 
bankers and others into whose hands it may 
be expected that portions of the plunder will 
eventually find their way. 

The rest is a matter of diligence and per- 
sistence. Very soon, usually, the inspectors 
bave enough information to be able to name 
the robbers. .‘unning them down is only a 
matter of time. They are not confined to State 
lines. They go everywhere and keep going. 
They seem never to sieep. They have the full 
power of the Government back of them and the 
undeviating policy of the Government is to 
let no guilty mail robber escape. 

Another thing, it is not only the policy of 
the Government but the law of the land to 
punish mail robbers severely, certainly and

cxpeditiously. Not only the active participants 
but all who in the slightest degree are tmpli- 
cated in a conspiracy to rob the mails are — 
hunted down and prosecuted. The minimum 
penalty provided by the law is 25 years in 
prison and sometimes it runs up to 60 yéars. 

A postoffice substation at Toledo, O., Was 
robbed two or three years ago of $900,000. 
lifty-six persons were found to have been 
implicated in that job and they all were con- 
v.cted and sent to prison, the principals for 26 
to 50 years and the minor conspirators for 
shorter periods.

Turn Out Lights to Quiet the Applause—She Began Vo- 
cal Career as Sunday School Child —Soloist at Age of 
Seven and Made Stage Debut With a Traveling Troupe 


in the Southwest.

NEW YORK, June 28. 
FEW days ago the electric lights in 
A a great London opera house had to 
be cut off and the building left in 
G@arkness to stop the cheering of a blase En- 
giish audience. 

Fifteen times, the refined applause of a 
group of music lovers, usually undemonstra- 
tive, bad mounted to a thunderous din in 
which the handclapping mingled. 

Fifteen times, a pretty brown-haired girl 
from the American Southwest had bowed be- 
fore the curtain. Still the audience was not 
satisfied. Left in darkness, it continued to 
cheer, and finally the management ordered 
every light in the building turned on. The 
contrast was effective and the applause sub- 
sided so the orchestra could be heard and 
the opera resumed. 

The scene was His Majesty's Theater at 
which the opera, “Tales of Hoffmann,” was 
being presented. The ovation came in the 
third act, and London lost its dignity and 
was happy over it in honor of the girl who 
Sang the lead. 

She was Mary Lewis of Little Rock, Ark.., 
remembered by her neighbors there of a few 
years ago when she sang in a church choir 
for $30 a month. 

She might be there still, but the footlights 
called. Today. at the age of 27 or there- 
abouts, she is a singer with an international 
reputation. and the first step that led to 
her rise to fame with the velocity of a comet 
came when she joined the chorus of a four- 
e-day variety company that filled-in with 
vaudeville acts between pictures at movie 


theaters. 
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| Like an Arabian Nights Story | 


From then on the story of Mary Lewis of 
Little Rock reads like a chapter from the 


Arabian Nights. A filing at the movies, of 
course; weary hours in San Franciso tramp- 


{ng from booking office to booking office 


seeking a job in the chorus; then as a méal- 
ticket a job in a cabaret; later the Broadway 
of broken hopes against which her friends 
warned her; work at $35 a week; from em- 
bryo chorus girl to prima donna over night: 
success among the white lights of the New 
York theaters, and finally an ovation on the 
* eontinental opera stage second only to that of 


Leadon. 


But to go back to the Southwest and the 
beginning: . 

Mary Lewis, whose name originally was 
Mary Maynard, was born in Dallas, Tex.. 
where she began singing in Sunday schoo! 
choirs as a small child. Left to run about 
the neighborhood while her widowed mother 
worked to support the two, Mary used to 
run most often to a Methodist mission tent 
near the old Union Station where there was 
singing to be heard. The minister, who 
conducted revival meetings there, and his 
wife became attached to the little girl, who 
always was trying to play the organ, and 
obtained her mother’s permission to take her 
to live with them. Her close association with 
religious activities which thus ensued during 
the next 10 years was a boon to a developing 
voice, for it brought abundant vocal prac- 
tice. It opened the way to solo work in 
churches and to early training by music 
teachers who were impressed with her ability. 

In 1904, when Mary was just 7 years old, 
the minister was transferred to a pastorate 
at Eureka Springs, Ark. There for a year 
Mary received training from two teachers 
Who were tourists from Boston, one a music 
teacher and the other an elocutionist. An- 
other year and the family removed to Little 
Rock. Mary's training continued and she 
became, at the age of 9, a regular member 
of the Methodist choir. 
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Was Soloist at $70 a Month - | 
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At 14 she was well known as a soloist and 
in the next three or four years sang succes- 
sively in the Methodist, Baptist and Presby- 
terian choirs of Little Rock, drawing a salary 
of $30 a month in the latter engagement. 
Then came a short-lived When 
she was still under 18 she ran away from 


romance. 


the home of her foster parents and became 
the wife of Keene Lewis, but a musica! ca- 


reer—-even if it was then only a $30-e-month 
soloist’s career——refused to fit in with matri- 
mony, and Mary got a divorce, retaining the 
name of Lewis, which, incidentally, was also 
the maiden name of her mother. 

Through all this time, however, she had 
kept up her study under various teachers. 
and in 1918 came the call to the stage Which 
she was unable to resist. She chanced one 
day to drop into a combination movie and 
vaudeville house where a tabloid musica! 
comedy company was playing. Whena 
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MARY LEWIS,

the show was over Mary’s process of becom- 
ing stage struck was complete. She made 
the acquaintance of members of the company, 
The manager was struck by her beauty and 
enthusiasm and. yes, he needed a chorus girl. 
Then Mary went home and told her foster 
mother and the neighbors she was going to 
become a trooper. 


The life was not easy. The salary was 
small, the work hard. The company’s route 
lay farther and farther west. Sometimes it 
played three days in a town, and sometimes 
it was a “‘“‘week’s stand’ as chance and the 
booking agents decreed. 


When it “jumped” from one place to an- 
other the company paid the railroad fare in 
a day coach. The costumes also were fur- 
nished, but the performers were expected to 
“stand” their own living expenses. The girls 
often “doubled up” two and three to a room 
in a cheap theatrical boarding house and 
cooked their own breakfasts over the gas jet. 
Finally the company reached the Pacific 
Coast, broke up and left Mary jobless and al- 
most penniless. 

Many weary days followed when she ate in 
cheap restaurants and walked the streets of 
San Francisco to save carfare as she went 
from one theatrical agent to another. Final- 
ly she was glad to take a job in a cabaret. 

While singing there she happened to meet 
Al Christie of the Christie Comedies. On the 
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coast the movies offer one vehicle_to fame 
and fortune. The lure of them drew Mary 
from the cabaret job and she went to Los 
Angeles to work as an “extra girl” in the 
Christie studios in Hollywood. 


| She Couldn’t Sing in Movies 


As they told her on location, she had 2 
personality that ‘“‘registered’’ before the cam- 
era. This included her youth and beauty, 
poise, lack of affectation and modesty. She 
was in a fair way to rise from extra gir! to 
star, but Mary was a singer by rare gift of 
mature and the daily pantomime gave that 
gift no opportunity of outlet. 

She began to talk to the other girls who 
worked with her at the studio of the New 
York for which she longed. Some of them 
had been there and the memory of failure 
had robbed them of all desire to return. They 
gave her the benefit of their experience; they 
told of the struggle for existence on over- 
crowded Broadway, but their warnings fell on 
deaf ears. 

She had saved little money in Los Angeles, 
but it was enough to buy a railroad ticket, 
and that was the use to which she put it. 
With what little baggage she owned she 
landed one summer's day in 1920 at. the 
Grand Central Terminal in Forty-second 
street. She followed the crowd out of the 
big station, found a boarding house, and then 
began again the old process of going from 
one theatrical booking agent to another, with 
a job as her objective. 

New shows were being formed and rehears- 
als were starting preparatory to try-outs in 
Springfield or Atlantic City, but there was 
no job in any chorus for Mary. Girls born 
to Broadway and wise to its way had slipped 
in ahead of her. Her experience in San Fran- 
cisco was duplicated here and she turned 
again to a cabaret for a job. But fortune 
lay in wait for her this time. Through her 
employer she met John Murray Anderson, 
producer, who devised and has staged the 
Greenwich Village Follies since their incep- 
tion five years ago. Mary's persistence ap- 
pealed to him and he told her to report for 
rehearsals. 


Hired for the Chorus at $35 a Week 


Approximately 600 other.girls came to the 
theater at the same time to ask for a job, 


but Anderson saw to it that Mary was not 
lost in the shuffle. She was hired at $35 
a week, but never received a salary check 
for that amount. 

It was just before pay day. after the first 
week of hard days of dancing and singing in 
a darkened theater preparatory to the debut 
of the production, that Anderson heard 
Mary's lyric soprano voice ringing out above 
the other chorus giris. He stood still and

listened, and then turned to his stage man- 
ager and said: 

“Get that girl out of the line and let me 
hear her sing by herself.” 

Mary sang for Anderson. and the producer 
called off rehearsals for the day and sent 
the rest of the chorus home.

She was on the road to stardom less 
than a month after she arrived in New York, 
and, as Anderson put it, “she got a big op- 
portunity and we got a big bargain.”’ 

The show opened on Broadway. Mary's 
picture began to appear in the newspapers 
and dramatic and musical critics hailed her 
as a real discovery. Her success in musical 
comedy was assured and at the end of the 
two seasons in which she appeared in the 
Greenwfth Village Follies her salary had been 
Increased to $200 a week. 

Mary now had a name on Broadway and 
in 1922, Florenz Ziegfeld Jr. offered her $250 
a week to take one of the leading roles in 
Ziegfeld Follies at the New Amsterdam The- 
ater, and she accepted.

But Mary always was looking forward. She 
realized her chief asset was her voice and its 
greatest value to hérself and others was on 
the grand opera stage. Her singing at the 
New Amsterdam had come to the notice of 
Otto Kahn, New York banker, philanthropist 
and musical patron. 


It was through him that she obtained a 
hearing with Gatti-Cazazza, impressario of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company. Mary sang 
for him and he predicted immediately that 
with comparatively little training she would 
be able to face New York's “diamond horse- 
shoe’’ in the Metropolitan Opera House.

There are no cherries at Kemerova, but 
cherries are ripe and plentiful just now in 
Belleville, and it was not unusual that the 
reporter should find the girls taking advan- 
tage of this plenitude when he called at the 
home of their uncle, Gottfried Lugge, at 
1015 Arthur stree., to inquire how com- 
munist attractions measured up alongside of 
those of St. Clair County, Illinois. Both 
travelers came from the kitchen, where can- 
ning operations were in full blast, and as 
both wore bobbed hair, the topic of prime 
importance for the moment seemed to be 
the condition of the fruit crop in far-away 
Siberia and the style of coiffure in the Kuz- 
bas colony. 

The girls disclosed willingness to discuss 
both matters fully, though evincing some sur- 
prise that a reporter should travel 20 miles 
to ask such questions. Yes, a lot of the 
girls at Kemerova had bobbed hair. In fact 
they were not really very different from the 
girls over here, especially the American girl: 
of the colony. Bobbed hair, it was true, had 
been introduced by the Americans but the 
idea of freedom from long tresses waa not 
a new one to Kemerova. Why, a great mang 
of the women wore their hair cropped close 
to the -head ju8t like the men and a lot of 
them also wore men’s clothing and did men’s 
work and, what was more significant, drew 
men’s pay for men’s work. There was nc 
discrimination in this respect. Neither was 
there any bones about the fact that the 
womén smoke cigarettes, in public or wher- 
ever else they please. 


No Fresh Fruit in Kemerova 


As for cherries, not so much could be 
said in Kemercva’s favor. Fruit of any sort 
was a decidedly scarce article except certain 
dried fruits imported and sold at the com- 
munity market at prohibitive prices. The 
winters were too long and severe for fruit 
to be grown there and the transportation fa- 
cilities too limited to permit much indulgence 
in this luxury by importation. But for all 
its lack of cherries, Kemerova wasn’t such 
a bad place to live in if one liked the com- 
munist form of government. 

How about this communist 
Didn't they like it? 

They did and at the same time they didnt. 
It was a matter that depended on qualifying 
circumstances. 

“There is nothing wrong with communism 
at Kemerova,” said the sisters, ‘“‘but it is just 
a beginning, and a chance for development 
is needed. Of course, Kemerova is on the 
frontier, and like the old frontier villages in 
America, it is quite isolated. The people 
there are pioneers, and conditions are not 
like those in the big industrial centers of 
Russia. Personally, we went for the fun of 
making a trip. We came back because there's 
no place like home, and no friends like the 
old friends. 

“Kemerova was dull, too dull for us to 
stay. And moreover, the climate is too ex-

whom the doctors advised to seek a dryer 
climate. 

“One of the most enjoyable features of 
the adventure was our journey in strange 
lands. It took us about 24 days to get over 
and over a month to get back, but we had 
short stopovers at Rotterdam and Leningrad 
going over and at Shanghai, Yokohama, Vic- 
toria and Seattle coming home. We got ex- 
cellent treatment all the way and had a very 
pleasant time except on that part of the trip 
through China. China is a terrible place, not 
nearly so nice as the Siberian wilderness.”’ 

There was about their description of this 
Siberian wilderness and the semi-wilderness 
in which Kemerova lies a suggestion of pic- 
turesqueness that made it easy to understand 
why it was not to be despised. For a bird’s- 
eye view of the little town of 2000 that 
nestles in the valley of the Tom River, one 
may imagine himself standing on the highest 
ridge of a crescent-shaped range of hills cov- 
ered with pine and fir. He faces the -west 
and one of the gorgeous late-hour sunsets that 
gave to the region its chief appeal for Anna 
and Mary Lugge. Toward the circle of the 
horizon, stretching from him on the north, 
west and south is a vast sweep of black roll- 
ing land, overgrown with coarse tall grass, 
but marked indistinctly here and there with 
patches of fields and reddish or gray mounds 
marking the iron and coal mines.

with heavy paper between. All the houses 
are heated with wood or coal stoves and in 
some there are running water and electric 
lights. In many, running water is provided 
by barrel storage tanks. 

“The furniture, too, is plain and of the 
same pattern in all the homes. Most of it is 
unfinished, but the Government will peint 
it if the homesteader is willing to wait but 
sometimes the wait is a long one. A few 
buldings are larger and better furnished, 
such as the theater or public meeting house 
(built by the American Relief Commission), a 
co-operative store, the hospital, the commtu- 
nity eating house and a few homes of of- 
fictals. After the spring thaw, the streets 
are deep with mud, as they are bound to be 
in any new town where streets are not 
paved.” 


Discipline Permits No Loafing | 


The population of Kemerova is about 2000 
now, according to Mrs. Hand, and of these 
about 250 are Americans, including some 50 
women, The remainder is made up-.of Rus- 
sians, Tartars, Germans, Lithuanians and 
peoples of many other nationalities. Russian 


is the accepted language, since its speakers 
are in the majority, but English has been

away a muddy river, edged with tall tim- 
ber, bends around a prominence to form an 
oval plain. Just below, at the foot of the 
ridge, it flows through what appears to be a 
large spread of boxes, sprawling about at un- 
couth angles, with no attempt at alignment. 
Across the river they scatter away and lose 
themselves on the prairie. On the other side 
they reach up the slope for a short distance 
through the scrubby timber and the luxu- 
riant growth of wild flowers. These are the 
rough, unpatited frame and log houses of 
Kemerova and the scene is that which might 
be enjoyed on any evening during the four 
months of summer. 

What a different view meets the eye when 
the eight months’ winter has begun and the 
mercury is down somewhere between 30 and 
60 degrees below zero. Of about the same 
latitude as Sitka, Alaska, but with no warm 
sea current to temper the cold, it is a wind- 


swept land of snow. One sees the boxes half | 


buried, the muddy river frozen, the roads 
veritable channels of snow packed four feet 
deep, and the series of drifte, like high waves 
over the plains, all glisten with a blinding 
brilliance when the winter sunshine pierces 
the snow clouds. 

“The houses, which are nearly all alike as 
regards space and comfort, are built by the 
Soviet Government for the citizens,” said 
Mrs. Hand. “They are mostly two or three 
room structures built of the materials the 
region affords. Most of them are warm huts 
of pine logs cut on the neighboring hills or 
floated down the river. Some are frame 
cottages erected with the lumber supplied 
by the town's two sawmills. The winters are 
very severe for comfort in these board shacks, 
but they are made warmer by double walls 


gaining prestige rapidly since the arrival of 


the American colony. 
In this quaint setting the Kuzbas celony, 


established as a model of communistic prin- 
ciple and practice, has had its two-years’ voy- 
age. With all its Utopian intentions, however, 
its discipline is strict and one of its most rigid 
tenets is this: Every able-bodied man and 
woman must work, or go to jail—or starve. 
There is no place for the drone in Kemerova. 

The Government is the employer, whether 
it is on railroads, farms, in mines, sawmills 
or kitchens, and the citizens are the employes. 
The Government pays the wage and deducts 
from the worker's stipend 60 per cent of his 
earnings to cover the cost of feeding him 
and providing him with shelter. This rule is 
inflexible. It is not altered by the size of in- 
come. If the worker earns $100 a month, 
the Government retains $60 for its allowance; 
if he earns $50, the same 60 per cent rule 
applies, notwithstanding the fact that it costs 
the Government as much to maintain the $50- 
man as it does the one making twice as much. 
The work day varies from six hours for hear 
labor to eight, for light work, 22 days each 
month, and the amount of wages is determined 
largely by the worker's capacity to produce. 
The miner, for instance, gets paid for what 
he can do, and if the miner is a woman, as 
sometimes is the case, there is no discrimina- 
tion in pay because of sex. 

Women, as a general thing, have a pretty 
fair chance in Kemerova, according to the 
Lagge sisters. And that condition appears 
reasonable enough when it is considered that 
women greatly outnumber the men in the set- 
tlement. This sitaution does not apply to the 
American colony, but is notably apparent ia 


the Russian population. Wars and revole-

tions have taken their toll with such relent- 
lessness that in many of these little Russian 
villages the women are in the majority by a 
ratio as high as ten to one. Hence, the fre- 
quence with which women are seen wielding 
a pick or driving wagons or doing other heavy 
tasks that the weaker sex is not expected to 
perform in other countries. 

“But there is no lack of respect for women 
because some of them by choice or necessity 
work at menial tasks with the men,” Mrs. 
Hand declared. “They bave all the rights 
that the men do and, although they are much 
huskier and stronger than American women, 
are protected in every way that is possible. 
When lighter jobs, such as housekeeping and 
office work, can be found for them they are 
assigned to them. Many find employment in 
the community kitchen and eating house, but 
there is no loafing. The loafer, whether male 
or female, can expect nothing but jail or 
starvation, and as a result nobody starves and 
few go to jail.” 


In the Community Eating Houses | 


Among the most interesting features of 
the colony, according to the young travelers, 
are the great community eating houses, where 
the population is fed. Miss Lagge told about 
that in detail. All members of the American 
colony got their rations at one of these. 

“Three meals a day are served at these 
places,” she said, “and on some occasions 
lunches are set. Of course, if anybody wants 
to buy additional food he cas do so, but the 
meals served at the community house ex- 
pected to answer all requirements. food 
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and there is far less sickness than 
first went there.

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LD FATHER TIME has an official rep- 
resentative in New York City today. He 
sits with the hourglass in his hand and 
watches the sands of the life of man- 
kind trickle through it day by day. It 
is his job to see that they do ngt slip 
through too quickly. And he wears a 
smile most of the time because these sands which 
measure the length of life are slowing up year by 
year. 3 

This man is Mr. Harold A. Ley, the president of 
the Life Extension Institute. He bears little re- 
semblance to the Father Time of tradition, with his 
alert, husky frame and his keen gray eyes, as he sits 
at a desk in his big light office on Forty-third 
street and works to the end that the people of 
America\ ‘“‘may have life and have it more abund- 
antly.”’ : 


He knoe that the life of the human race has 
been extended 20 years during the last century. In 
cther words, while the average person could only 


expect to live to be 35 years old 100 years ago, 
he can expect to live to be 55 years old today. 


The present expectation of life of a human being 
at birth today is 55 years. In 1789 the expectation 
of life at birth was 35 7-10 years, according to the 
Wiggleeworth life tables covering various sections 
of New England. Although there are no absolutely 
dependable life tables for the whole population of 
100 years ago, we may roughly conclude that nearly 
20 years have been added to the expectation of life 
at birth of a human being during the past century. 


It seems that men of all ages die earlier than 
women. Those women living in rural districts show 
the greatest longevity. Rural people live longer 
than city dwellers. 


Some curious facts are brought out by an exam- 
ination of the death-rate statistics. The general 
death rate among industrial workers between the 
ages of 15 and 65, as estimated on the basis of 
mortality experience of the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. for 1920, is 10.10 per 1000 persons. 
Among graduates of women’s colleges, it is only 
3.24. This would tend to show that a college edu- 
cation, whatever else it may do, does make a per- 
son live longer. 


Clergymien live very long; lawyers not quite so 
long. The highest mortality seems to be among 
collectors and traveling salesmen for breweries. For 
certain workers im hot iron it is also quite high. 


Since 1900 the general death rate in the United 
States has fallen from 17.6 per 1000 to 13.1 per 
1000—although it went up to 18 per 1000 in 1918, 
due to the influenza epidemic. 


Not only are we living 20 years longer than we 
once did, but if Mr. Ley reads the signs aright we are 
coing to keep on living lénger and longer in the 
years to come. He cites Dr. Louis I. Dublin’s con- 
‘lusions, which are based upon the most favorable 
experience among nations and groups of people 
today. These conclusions show taat if the whole

would be increased 10 more years, or to the age 
of 65. 

Mr. Ley believes that hygiene has repudiated the 
old doctrine that mortality is fatality and must 
exact year after year a fixed and inevitable toll. 
Man today can consciously lengthen his span of life. 

How has this increase in the length of life been 
brought about? 

The president of the Life Extension Institute 
ascribes it to certain definite factors. 

One of these is the elimination and prevention of 
contagious and infectious diseases. Since 1907, 
for instance, there has been a decline in the death 
rate from tuberculosis in the United States of 18 
per, cent. The typhoid death rate shows a drop 
of 55 per cent during the same period. . 

Vaccination has eliminated smallpox epidemics. 
The eradication of the yellow fever mosguito has 
practically eliminated yellow fever,and the regula- 
tion of water supplies and the development of im- 
munization methods have greatly reduced the danger 
of typhoid epidemics. All three of these diseases 


periodically exacted a heavy toll of life in former” 


years. The danger of the spreading*of diseases 
like searlet fever and diphtheria has been reduced 
through quarantine regulations, as well as improved 
medical treatment. 


Other factors in lowering the death rate and ex- 
tending life, according to Mr. Ley, have been the 
improvements ich have been made along lines of 
public hygiene and puplic health work, such as im- 
proved water supplies, sanitary sewage disposal, 
regulation of milk supplies and improvement in 
methods of handling foods. 

Improved conditions among industrial workers 
have been another factor in lengthening the life of 
the race. Mr. Ley believes that only the surface has 
been scratched as yet in the possibilities of elimi- 
nating waste in industry through the prevention of 
sickness. However, the education of employers to 
pay for the prevention of sickness among their 

*employes has made great strides. 

“It is only reasonable that employers should spend 
money for this work for exactly the same reason 
that they would spend money to keep up their 
equipment. Every employer has a vital interest 
in the health of his employes and should be willing 
to contribute something to help them keep them- 
selves in shape,’ Mr. Ley stated. 

“The realization by life insurance companies that 
they have a financial interest in the health of every 
policyholder, and that they in turn can afford 
to spend money in helping their policyholders to put 
themselves into better health because better health 
means fewer deaths, is becoming an increasing fac- 
tor In life extension work. 

“We have made great progress along lines of pub- 
lic health,” he went on. “You and I personally 
have nothing to say about the kind of water which 
comes out of our kitchen hydrant or the kind of 
milk which the milkman leaves at our door. This 
has been determined by the community as a whole. 
But you and I have everything to say about brush- 
ing our own teeth or keeping our digestion in good 
order.

Sir Herbert Barker is not a selfish, 
successful man “getting from 
under” after making his pile. His 
career has been from the ground up. 

His father, a lawyer and Coroner, had 

wanted him to follow the paternal pro- 
fession. _But young Barker pleaded te be 
allowed to study anatomy and eventually 

he wag apprenticed to Atkinson, the man 
who blazed the trail of manipulative surg- 
ery. 
He was denounced as a quack and imposter, but 
the cures he wrought could not be disputed, and 
doctors quietly began to bring him patients for 
whom orthodox surgery could do nothing. 

But it was not until toward the end of thé World 
War that his position was regularized in the most 
sensational and dramatic manner. 

The War Office authorities had issued an order 
that no officers or men were to consult Barker in 
case of bone injuries. Hundreds ignored that order. 
An immense tide of public indignation rose against 
the authorities for refusing to recognize the facts 
pushed under their noses. The Government was 
beckled in Parliament. 


' Then 200 members, including several Cabinet Min- 
isters, the Lord Charcelier, Generals, Admirals and 
men famous in every walk of life, petitioned the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to exercise his ancient 
prerogative and grant Barker the Lambeth medical 
degree. This age-old privilege dates back from the 
time when the church was supreme in state councils, 
and Lambeth. the seat of the Archbishop, ranked as 
a wniversity, with the power to bestow degrees. 

The Archbishop, however. regretted his inability 
to give the organised medica! profession what would 
have amounted te a severe smack in the eye. 

At last His Majesty King George V stepped in. 
He settled the whole controversy by bestowing on 
Barker the honor of knighthood. 

Barker had already the confidence of the royal 
family, having operated on several of their majesties’ 
close personal friends.

HICH penalty would be more effec- 
tive in deterring people from cap- 
ital crimes: execution, enforced in 
the present haphazard way, or long- 
term imprisonment, tically sure 
to be imposed on the guilty? 

There are, of course, many things 
to be said on both sides of the old controversy about 
the death penalty. Most of them have been said 
before. But there is something new in the latest 
contribution to the discussion, which comes from 
Lewis E. Lawes, during the last four years Warden 
of Sing Sing Prison, New. York. 


Warden Lawes, who says he has come in eontact 
with hundreds of murderers and has seen many 
of them die in the electric chair, is opposed to cap- 
ital punishment. He believes that long-term im- 
prisonment is a “‘more modern and scientific sub- 
stitute” for taking the convict’s life, which he re- 
gards as.an “archaic method of punishment.” 


“Man’s Judgment of Death,” a book by Warden 
Lawes, which has just been published by G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, is of importance not only because 
the author governs the most famous penitentiary in 
the United States but also becausé of the method by 
which he arrives at his contliisions. 

In the past, arguments” for and against capital 
punishment have beén based largely on sentiment, 
er on appeal to the emétions, or on-feligious and 
ethical foundations. But the question should be 
approached scientifically, Warden Lawes declares, 
and his book confines itself almost entirely to sta- 
tistics and other matters of ‘record, ahd to reason- 
Bble deductions therefrom. | 


The old idea of legal punishment as retribution-— 
the State’s vengeance against the offender—ts grad- 
ually being abandoned, he says. Today’s theory is 
that punishment is for reformation of the wrong- 
doer, or for deterring other people, or for elfmi- 


nating those who menace the life and ern of 
society. 


But executing a criminal certainly does not re- 
form him, and as a means of eliminating him it 
ignores social responsibility, says Warden Lawes. 
Therefore. the author devotes himself te the de-

“A very serious defect in our application of capital 
punishment,” remarks the author, “is the inequal- 
ity with which it is applied to the rich and to the 
poor. 
fluence, seldom goes to the electric chair. 

“Through good counsel, through legal technicali- 
ties and delay, through influence, he manages to 
escape death, while the man who is friendless and 
destitute pays the extreme penalty. This statement 
is borne out by an examination of the data concern- 
ing the men who have been executed in this State 
during the past 30 years.” 


Moreover, it is a punishment which falls more 
severely on the convict’s family than on the convict. 

“The mental and physical suffering of the mur- 
derer himself is soon over, Many are of the stoic 
type, or of such low intellectual development that 
they are susceptible of little feeling. The mothers, 
the wives, the sisters are the ones who suffer, and 
for them this suffering continues for months before 
and months after the execution.” 


And believing that such punishment fails to deter 
others, Warden Lawes feels a very grave doubt 


whether the State has a right “to inflict this ter- ~ 


rible burden on the innocent family of the mur- 
derer.”’ Thereafter, in his discussion, precious little 
sentiment intrudes. 

The author questions the supposition that life is 
man’é most valued possession, exclaiming: ‘How 
many there. are who do not fear death, or to whom 
its remote threat is less impressive, less admonitory, 
than the temptation of some desperate exigency!” 

And he calls attention to a curious situation. 


‘Consider how closely prisoners must be watched 
lest they cheat the law and take their own lives. 
How inconsistent we are! We impose the death 
penalty upon the condemned murderer as the sever- 
est and most deterrent penalty we can devise, and 
then for months, until the moment of execution, we 
are compelled to watch that man day and night 
to be sure that he does not inflict upon himself the

In drilling for oil, a bed of potash extending 125 miles one way and 275 


miles the other way has been found, which promises to make Amer- 
ican farmers independent of German or other foreign deposits of this es- 
sential plant food—Scientists declare the question ef farm fertility the 
most important in the United States today, saying that “beside it our 
war debts are trifling and temporary” — This “find” ts expected to re- 
store wornout land and enrich poor soil to an extent hitherto beyond the 


rosiest dreams—The supply will last for centuries = 2 2 


(Discovery of gold in California three-quarters of 
a century ago created a sensation second to none in 
the history of America in peace times. That episode, 
with its rush of goldseekers and the resultant settle- 
ment of the Pacific Coast, remains one of the most 
dazzling in our records, The appended article on the 


vast potash fields recently discovered in Texas is 
prepared under the auspices and with the authority 
of Science Service, Inc., and the statement that the 
new “find” means more to this country than the 
old one is to be accepted without suspicion of exag- 


geration.) 


DISCOVERY has been made beneath 
the plains of the Southwest which, if 
completely verified, means more to this 
country than did the discovery of gold 
in California. 

Wndications have been found of the 
presence of vast subterranean peds of 
potash, one of the essential elements of plant food. 
The finding of them means another step in the eco- 
nomic independence of the country. Never again 
will we be dependent upon German potash, and in 
future wars, even though the seas be blockaded, 
American farmers will not have to pay extravagant 
prices for potash or else face diminishing yields of 
crops. 

Enormous beds of this mineral have been found 
at workable levels in Western Texas and Southeast- 
ern New Mexico. If present indications are realized 
fully. Uncle Sam has a bed of this essential plant 
food extending 125 miles one way and 275 miles the 
other. 

Like the famous German deposits at Stassfurt, 
these Southwestern potash beds were once the bed 
of asea. The sea became cut off from the ocean and 
eventually dried up, leaving all the salts it once held 
in solution deposited in extensive layers or beds of 
common salt, potash and other minerals. Other 
geological deposits were laid down in the millions of 
vears that followed, so that now the potash is found 
chiefly at a depth of from 1000 to 2000 feet. 

Its discovery was predicted by the Geological Sur- 
vey several years ago and a few test drillings were 
made. Appropriations not being sufficient for ex- 
tensive drillings, experts were set to test the drill- 
ings from oil wells which are sunk all through the 
region. These have yieded invaluable information 


and have proved without question the existence of . 


huge deposits of potash. 

One of the most significant of the survey's investi- 
gations is at the Means well in Loving County, Tex., 
where the drillings were collected and analyzed for 
potash to a depth of 5028 feet, or nearly one mile. 
These analyses showed a range all the way from 
mere traces of potash to more than 11 per cent of 
pure potash. A number of comparatively rich pot- 
ash beds were pierced by the drill, analyzing from 4 
per cent to 9 per cent, while the five feet of- ma- 
terial between the 990 and the $95 foot level ran 
11.21 per cent potash. The form of the potash is 
technically Known as polyhalite, which is in some 
respects similar to kainit, one of the natural potash 
salts of the German mines, which is imported into 
the United States in large quantities. It contains 
about 12 per cent potash. 
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basin discovered in Texas, inclading a 
small corner of New Mexico. 


Pure polyhalite contains 15.6 per cent potash, so 
that this five-foot bed in the Means well is com- 
paratively pure. It is soluble in water and needs 
no treatment except grinding before being applied to 
the soil. This flat-lying potash bed may extend for 
miles, but additional drillings will, of course, be 
required to find out the extent of the beds. Geolo- 
gists are of the opinion, however, that the beds will 
be found to be of large extent; while it will be in 
fact, most singular if, with extensive exploratory 
drilling, many larger, thicker and richet beds are 
not discovered. However, even a five-foot bed of 
polyhalite running 11.21 per cent potash could yitid 

' po Small amount of fertilizer. It has been calculat- 
ed that such a bed would contain 11,321,000 tons of 
potash salts, containing 11.21 per cent K20, to each 
square mile, or more than 14 times as much potash 
as this country used last year. The cost of mining 
the potash is, of course, somewhat problematical, 
but at the current market prices of potash on the 
farm such a potash bed would have a potential value 
to each square mile of about $160,000,000. 


At present most of the potash used in the United 
States is imported. For example, during 1923 the 
imports. amounted to 748,000 tons, valued at more

and that this could be done 
over .a period of five years 
at an expense of $500,000 
annually. 

“In view of the fact that 
we are expending about 
$15,500,000 for potash from 
Germany and France, and in 
view of the need of an inde- 
-pendent domestic supply of 
an element so essential to 
national subsistence and de- 
fense, the Committee on 
Agriculture and Forestry be- 
lieves that the country may 
well afford to expend this 
sum for the purpose indi- 
cated. The bill hereby rec- 
ommended embodies the 
plan above proposed and we 
report it favorably. The bill 
provides that the Govern- 
ment shall be at no _  ex- 
pense for the land on which 
drillings are made and that 
if any minerals of value are 
found a lien shall be ob 
tained for an amount suf- 
ficient to reimburse the Gov- 
ernment for its expendi- 
tures. The bill also pro- 
vides certain safeguards against private monopoly 
and profiteering in the potash discovered. After 
the potash is found private enterprise is expected 
to take up the work of development under the terms 
laid down in the bill.”’ 

Potash is one of the most abundant of minerals, 
constituting about 3 per cent of the rocks and soil 
forming the earth’s crust, yet it is found usually in 
insoluble form so that the growing plants cannot 
utilize it, and to make it soluble by any known 
chemical process costs so much that its price as a 
fertilizer becomes prohibitive. In all the world 
there has been known but one great deposit of 
soluble potash salts, that at Stassfurt, Germany. 
When the potash war started more than a dozen 
years ago the Geological Survey made a hurried 
survey of the potash possibilities of the United 
States and the chjef geologist of the survey then 
made the statement that he was confident of the 
existence in the great basins of the West of large 
potash deposits which would be found comparable 
and perhaps similar to the Stassfurt deposits. 

In this discovery of potash there has been little of 
the romance that has attended some of the great 
gold or silver strikes, or the finding of diamond 


-fields. The potash has beé@én located by cold scien- 


tific deduction, and because the Government geol- 
ogists had not been provided by Congress with funds 
to do their own drilling they had to sit by and watch 
the results of drilling by men looking for oil, and 
who had no interest in the potash problem. Yet the 
value of any oil that may be struck in this potash 
area. even if it proves to be the richest oil field in 
the world, will be small compared to the value of 
the potash, if the latter is found to be anything 
like the big German deposits. The Director of the 
Geological Survey is authority for the statement that 
the value to the United States of a deposit com- 
parable with the German deposits would be almost 
bevond calculation, constituting a mineral resource 
compared with which all the gold mines in the 
country would sink into insienificance. Potash, he 
states. is the great key to prosperous agriculture, 
and the problem of securing cheap potash is one 
that will radically affect the pocketbook of every 
rson in the United States. 

ioe drillings for oil have resulted in another 
important discovery in addition to that of potash. 
Nearer the surface and in places emerging upon it 
are strata of rock salt, hundreds of square miles in 
extent.*which are estimated to contain 30,000,000,- 
000 tons of that mineral, the greatest deposit of 
rock salt, so far as is known, iz the world.

The 
compiler of this remarkable book, of which the 
present edition is the third, is A. S. E. Ackermann, 
a London engineer } 

One can readily imagine that Mr. Ackermann’s fa- 
vorite conversational expression is ‘‘quite the re- 
verse,”’ for in this book he certainly sets the wheels 
of popular belief whirring in a direction opposite 
to that in which they have always turned. 

Perhaps on some winter morning you have found 
your kitchen flooded and have exclaimed: “Mercy 


me! The thaw has burst the water pipes!” 
All wrong. Listen to the book: ‘‘What occurs is 
this: The pipes are burst by the expansion of the 


water as if congeals into ice, and as long as it re- 
@mains ice there are no unpleasant consequences 
(except that no water can pass through the pipe); 
but when the thaw takes place the ice melts, and 
the water pours out of the rent in the pipe, which 
may have been made days before.”’ 

Some housewives think that an inverted egg cup 
placed in a pie while in the baking will collect the 
juice and prevent it from boiling over. But says 
Mr. Ackermann: “It is true that when a pie is 
s0 treated, and it has become cool or cold, juice will 
be found in the egg cup, but this collection has 
taken place since the pie was taken out of the oven, 
and far from preventing the juice from boiling over 
its tendency is to increase the chance of such a loss, 
for when the pie gets warm the air in the egg cup

There is a Dickens club right here in Boston 36 years 
old. How many other independent Dickens clubs 
there are in the English-speaking worid I know not.

Capital Punishment

number of homicides. From 23 states 
where capital punishment is retained on 
the statute books, accurate statistics as 
to s®@ntences and executions have been 
obtained from the Warden? of the state 
prisons. 

‘During the eight years from 1912 to 
1919 inclusive, 722 persons were sen- 
tenced to death in those states, and of 
this number 512 subsequently were ex- 
ecuted. Thus 29.08 per cent of them 
finally escaped. paying the final penalty. 
The percentage of those sentenced who 
subsequently were executed ranged from 
35 per cent in Arizona and 37 per cent 
in Utah to as high as 100 per cent in 
Delaware and New Hampshire. 


“New York, with the largest number 
sentenced (145), executed only 61 per 
cent,” says the author. ‘Having re- 
gard to the number of sentences and 
the percentage of executions, the rec- 
ord of Pennsylvania was the best, 77 
sentenced and of these, 75, or 97 per 
cent, executed. Yet it is surprising to 
learn that the homicide rate of Pennsyl- 
vania over a period of eight years was 
the highest in the North Atlantic group 
of states.”” He calls attention to New 
York’s homicide rate of 4.6 for the 
period, while it was 5.7 for Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Various other statistics lead the 
author to the conclusion that failure to 
carry out death sentences cannot be said 
to have had any appreciable influence 
upon homicide rates over a period of 
years, which is the only fair test. A 
comparison of the combined average 
homicide rates of five states where there 
is no death penalty—Maine, Rhode Is- 
land, Michigan, Kansas and Minnesota 
—with the figures in five states com- 
parable in geographical location, char- 
acter of population and industrial condi- 
tions which have capital punishment, 
“reveals to a very striking degree the 
fact that there are less homicides in the 
abolition states than in those which 
cling to capital punishment, says War- 
den Lawes. ; 


“It frequently happens,’ says the 
author, as an additional argument, “that 
when more than one is involved, the 
guiltiest man, the one who planned and 
had most to do with committing the 
crime, is the first to seek aid of the 
authorities. He trades his information 
and bargains the lives of his confeder- 
ates for aid and clemency. 

“And because of the inherent difficul- 
ties in securing murder convictions, this 
practice is encouraged by our prosecut- 
ing officers. On the other hand, I have 
known a number of men who have been 
xecuted who were morally and ethic- 
ally innocent of the crime of murder; 
they were implicated in a felony in the 
course of which murder was commit- 
ted, and for this paid the penaltw which 
the law prescribed.”’ 

Besides being opposed to capital pun- 
ishment, ‘for the reasons briefly indi- 


cated here, Warden Lawes recommends 
a substitute punishment. Upon convic- 
tion of murder in the first degree the 
defendant shall be sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. No prisoner serving a life 
sentence shall be pardoned or commut- 
ed by the Governor until he has served 
at least 20 years of actual time, unless 
the Court of Appeals shall make an or- 
der or decree, in which the majority of 
the members must concur, to the effect 
that: 

(a) Evidence which was not known 
at the time of the trial or which was 
not presented to the court or jury cre- 
ates a reasonable doubt of the guilt of 
the accused, or, 

(b) Facts or circumstances exist 
which in the opinion of the court make 
a case for executive clemency consider- 
ation. 

After having served 20 years of actual 
time, the prisoner shall be eligible for 
pardon or for commutation to a lesser 
term than life. A substantial percent- 
age of the earnings of the prisoner shall 
be applied to the support of his depend- 
ents and to the support of the depend- 
ents of the persons killed, to be appor- 
tioned in the discretion of the Super- 
intendent of Prisons. 

“I know that a strong impression pre- 
vails that life sentences mean little— 
that the majority of ‘lifers,’ so called, 
are released after serving comparatively 
short terms in prison, either through ex- 
ecutive clemency or by court action.” 

A questionnaire was sent to the War- 
den of each state prison in the United 
States, requesting the number of per- 
sons sentenced to life imprisonment dur- 
ing the eight years 1912 to 1919 in- 
clusive, and showing as of Jan. 1, 1923, 
the number who had died or been de- 
clared insane, the number commuted; 
released or discharged by the courts, 
and the number who were still in -pris- 
on that day. 

Comprehensive answers were received 
from three-quarters of the states. Out 
of a total of 2936 persons sentenced to 
life imprisonment during the eight-year 
period, only 651 had been released by 
pardon, commutation or court action on 
Jan. 1, 1923. 


In other words, 77 per cent of these 
prisoners were still serving their sen- 
tences or had died or become insane. 

Reference alréady has been made to 
states with death penalties on the stat- 
ute books, and the percentage of those 


sentenced who finally escaped paying the 
‘Tinal penalty. 


Actual statistics show 
that 29 per cent of death sentences 
failed of execution, 23 per cent of life 
prisoners were released. 


Warden Lawes reiterates that the 
death sentence is ‘‘spasmodic and uncer- 
tain in its application. No other pun- 
ishment lacks to so marked a degree 
that most important of all elements, 
certainty of execution,’’ and that there 
is a greater facility in obtaining convic- 
tions in states which have abolished the 
death penalty than in states which per- 
mit a choice between the death penalty 
and life imprisonment.
